HINTS 


Some points for the teachers of English $n charge of 
middle school classes to note. 


1. Use of the mother-tongue— 


There are occasions when the use of the mother-tongue 
saves time and prevents confusion. The general rule is that 
the mother-tongue should never be used where itis possible 
to convey ideas through English, through pictures, objects or 
actions. The mother-tongue may be used to explain words 
when there is no English equivalent known to the pupils, 
and when use of the mother-tongue will save much time, e.g. 
in explaining abstract nouns. It may also be used to explain 
expressions and idioms where the literal meaning is not to be 
taken, to explain Grammar rules or language usage in the 
early stages when the pupil does not possess sufficient 
vocabulary to follow an explanation in English, to give 
directions for an exercise where these cannot be understood 
in English and to test comprehension when a pupil may have 
understood the main idea of a passage but, because of his 
inadequate vocabulary, not be able to exprss the idea in 
English. 

2. Vocabulary— 

The essential vocabulary is a minimum list of words only. 
No pupil should be prevented from using words outside the 
essential vocabulary. It will, however, suggest some of the words 
which must almost certainly be added if the pupil is to learn 
to use the essential words, e.g., "Knife" is one of the essential 
words. The pupil needs a word to doses the funetion of 
a knife such as “cut”. Ifhe is given "sun" "moon" and 
“Stars” as essential, lie will want to add “sky” and “shine” if he 
has to say anything about them.

If you look at the sky at night, you can see 
millions of stars shining in space. They look tiny. 
But, in fact, they are of immense size. They are 
many times bigger than the earth, on which we live.

The sun is but one of these millions of stars 
in space. Our earth and a number of other planets 
move round the sun. The sun and its planets, 
taken together, are known as the solar system. 

Do you know how large the sun is? Well, 
it can hold 1,300,000 earths. The sun is a vast 
mass of fire. The distance between the sun and the 
earth is about 93,000,000 miles. 

The planets of the sun are Mercury, Venus, 
Earth, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, Neptune 
and Pluto. All these planets are members of the 
sun’s family.

Farthest out from the sun is Neptune. This 
planet was discovered only a little over a hundred 
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years ago. Not much is known about Neptune. 
But as it is some three thousand million miles 
away from the sun, it must be a very very cold place. 
The Earth spins round the Sun in three hundred 
and sixty-five days. Neptune takes one hundred 
and sixty-five years to do so. 

Another new planet has been discovered in 1930.

Delhi is the capital of the Republic of India. It 
stands on the right bank of the Jumna. Itis one of 
the most ancient cities in the world. From the very 


earliest times, it has been the capital of many great 
Hindu and Muslim rulers of India. 


We know that the Kurus and the Pandavas built 
their capitals at Hastinapur and Indraprastha. Has- 
tinapur is near modern Delhi and Indraprastha is a 
part of it. And since the days of the Kurus and the 
Pandavas, city after city has been built in Delhi. 


But the cities of the Hindu kings have all fallen 
into ruins. 


The few palaces, tombs, towers, mosques and 
forts, that can be still seen in Delhi, were mostly 
built by the Muslims. The Qutb-Minar is one such 
a tower. Outbuddin and Iltutmush, the first Muslim 
rulers of India, raised this fine tower. Itis two 
hundred and thirty-four feet high. It has three 
hundred and Seventy-nine steps, 
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Close by the Qutb-Minar, stand the unfinished 
tower of Alauddin Khilji and the iron pillar of the 
Hindu king named Chandravarman, who lived

of the Qutb-Minar, also stands the beautiful tomb of 
Humayun, father of the great Mogul emperor Akbar. 
There are many other old buildings in Delhi.

the road. 


The city of Delhi, as we know it now, is called 
Old Delhi. It is also known as ‘Shahjahanabad’, 
because the Mogul emperor Shahjahan built it about 
three hundred years ago. The famous Red Fort is in 
Old Delhi.

In all ages man has dreamt of flying like birds 
from one country to another.

We 
know that Meghnada, the brave son of Ravana, used 
to fight from behind the clouds. In the Greek 
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stories we hear of a man called Daedalus, who made 
wings for him and his son Icarus and flew through 
the air. The modern aeroplane is only the old 
dream of the flying chariot come out true. 


The aeroplane was invented by Wilbur and 
Orville Wright of America. They were the sons of 
a school-master. In 1903, the Wright brothers made 
a machine, which carried them through the air for 
one minute. They went on working harder and 
harder. And at long last they were able to fly for 
more than an hour. It is due to their efforts, that 
man can fly at present thousands of miles over land 
and sea. 

Aeroplanes generally land on ground, but some 
can land on water as well. The aeroplane of today, 
moves many times faster than a ship or a motor car or 
a railway train. It has a speed ofeven seven hundred 
miles an hour. It takes us about twenty-four hours 
to go from Calcutta to Delhi by train, but an 
aeroplane covers this distance in about four hours. 
And to go to England by sea, will take about two

She was a devoted follower of Mahatma 
Gandhi. When the British quitted India and our 
country became free, she was made.Governor of the 
Uttar Pradesh. 

As a speaker, Sarojini Naidu had a great 
fame. Asa poet, she was highly spoken of both 
at home and abroad. She could compose poems 
even when she was a little girl. Her poetry, asa 
friend of hers put it, had the quality of the 
bird-song. She was rightly called, “the Nightingale 
of India.” 

Sarojini Naidu died in ripe old age in March, 
1949, She is no more among us.

One of the greatest men that the world has ever 
known, Mohandas Karamchand Gandhi, was born 
at Porbandar in Kathiawar on October 2, 1869. 
He was called Mahatma for the greatness of his 


heart. His life was a bold experiment in truth and 
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non-violence. He led his country to independence. 


He has truly been called 'the Father of the Nation'. 
Brought up in an orthodox Hindu family,Gandhiji 
was married to Kasturbai, when he was only thirteen. 
He lost his father after passing the Entrance Exami- 
nation, but his education was not neglected. He was 
sent to England tostudy law. When Gandhiji came 
back to India, he was shocked to learn, that his 
mother was no more in the land of the living. 


Gandhiji started life as a barrister in the Bombay 
High Court, but soon the scene of his life shifted to 
South Africa. In 1893, he went to South Africa, and 
decided to stay on and fight for the right of the 
Indians there. He saw 
that in South Africa the 
Indians were not well 
treated by the whites. 
He was shocked. He 
started a movement and 
struggled for nearly 
twenty years. He was 
insulted and even beaten. 
He was thrown into 
prison. But at long last 

he succeeded and the 
as Indians in South Africa 


earned many rights. 


Gandhiji came back to India in 1914. From that 
day onwards, his life was a story of sacrifice and 
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truggle against the British in India. His weapon was 
truth and non-violence. More than once he started 
non-violent movement or 'Satyagraha' as he called 
it. He joined the Indian National Congress and in 


a short time became its leader. 
The movements he led in 1920 and 1930 and 


his ‘Dandi? march to break the Salt Law, are now 
all well-known facts in the history of the nation. 
In 1942, Gandhiji started the ‘Quit India’ movement, 
which resulted in the withdrawal of the British 
power from our country. India became independent 
‘on the 15th August, 1947. 

Gandhiji was a champion of the Harijans or the 
untouchables. It is due to his life-long struggle, that 
the Harijans are no longer treated as untouchables. 
Tt is due to him, that so many temples are now open 
to the Harijans. 

Gandhiji was also a champion of Hindu-Muslim 
unity, and it shocked him to see the country divided 
into two. But he had to bear it with courage. 
During the last two years of his life he tried to bring 
back the lost love between the Hindus and the 
Muslims. But his mission of peace came to an end 
on the 30th January, 1948, when 'the Father of the 
Nation’ was killed by a fanatic on his way toa 
prayer meeting in Delhi.
